Jewell May Defy Board. 


"If the telegram of the railroad 


labor board of June 29 (summoning 
the shopmen's leaders to the confer- 
ence), means that the board is is- 
suing an order to the shopmen that 
the situation remain in status quo 
until n settlement is reached," said 
the letter of B M. Jewell, shopmen*, 
leader, to the labor board, then the 
shopmen regard it as void because it 
forces them into non-acceptable em 
ployment"

tion for United States senator. Early today Frazier swung 
into the lead when returns from 1,515 precincts gave Frazier 
67,541 and McCumber 65,890, while 1,507 precincts in the 
gubernatorial race gave Nestos 78,089 and Baker 60,104. 
Nestos' nomination by about 10,000 over Baker is generally 
predicted although his lead which reached its peak yesterday 
at 24,000, has been cut to 18,000, with considerable League 
territory to be heard from. 


Party Defection Evident 


The outstanding feature of Nestos' run is the strength 


he showed in rural communities and the weakness Baker re- 
vealed in old-time League strongholds. That McCumber was 
opposed by many independents because of party defection and 
the I. V. A. claim that on past occasions the senior senator has 
flirted with the League is apparent in a comparison of the 
McCumber and Nestos vote. McCumber failed in strong in- 
dependent Republican districts to poll the normal anti-League 
vote while Nestos dipped strongly into some of the well- 
known bulwarks of Townley's machine.

in Near Foreground 


One of the proudest men in Mandan 
these days is W. P. MeClelland, super- 
intendent of the State Training school 
here. The reason is the nearing of 
completion of two buildings upon 
•which the forces at the State Train- 
ing School have been working for 
some time. The most important item 
is a new barn with a powerhouse 
in the near foreground. 


The barn and power house 
are 


largely the result of the application 
-of the students 
of 
the 
training 


school, the labor on the two struc- 
tures having Been done, entirely by 
the boys, with the exception of two 
men.

That the barn is an unusual task 


is shown by the size. 
The 
lower ', 


floor is practically all cement work. 
The second floor will be the horse 
barn and above that is the hay loft. 
This loft will hold 250 tons of hay, 
Yf more than GOO tons if the hay is 
L..led.

The cement work, the placing of! 


the iron stanchions for the cattle, 
the placing of the bars that form 
the pens for the young stock, the 
erection of the giant frame to sup- ! 
port the roof, the siding and shing- • 
ling, the grading that has been done . 
and some that remains to be done,' 
all is the work of the members of ! 
the training school, and therefore,| 
with a very few exceptions the, work : 
of boys who are under twenty-one! 
years of age. 


Because the training school ex-; 


pects to enter more largely into the 
dairy business than in.the past, great 
capacity for feed has been arranged 
'for feeds. In addition to the provi- 
sion for hay, already noted, a silo 
rises at one end of the building with 
a capacity of more than one hundred 
-tons of silage. Erection of another 


•with a similar capacity is a part of 
the plan for completing the barn. 
The base of each silo connects with 
the barn proper, giving easy access 
to the feed racks. 


The heating plant, also the work 


of the youths at the school, with the 
exception- of the two workers 
to 


guide them, is one of the largest in- 
dividual plants in this part of North 
Dakota. In addition to the boiler*, al- 
ready in place, the coal room and 
a laundry, an upper floor has 1- ^n 
arranged as a "retreat" fer youths 
who have failed to observe the rules 
of the home.
